Statement of Reasons for Allowance

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach, disclose nor fairly suggest the claimed photoprotective composition 
comprising at least one aqueous phase, at least one water-soluble or water-dispersible 
polymer having a diblock or triblock structure A-B or a triblock structure B-A-B wherein 
A is an ionic water-soluble polymeric block and B is a hydrophobic polymeric block and 
at least one system screening out UV radiation further comprises at least one 4.4- 
diarylbutadiene UV-A screening agent. The UV composition produces unexpected 
results attributable to the combination of the 4,4-diarylbutadiene compound and the 
block copolymer.
